Big bombs destroy by blast und 
cause further damage by flying bits 
of the case and bits of rock thrown 
up by the blast. Blast ls most dan- 
serous for generally close up to the 

| explosion there Is a rush of 
gas that Is so rapid and so great that 
it has no time to find its way round 
any obstacle or out through any hole. 
1t just removes anything in Its way. 

Even at a Jittle distance of 20 to 
50 feet from the explosion, the rush 
is sUIL great and a check. may cause 
it to destroy all in front of it rather 
than fake the easier path. ‘ 

On the other hind ‘high explosive 
has the most odd effects and lapses 
and may leave unharmed persons 
and things quite near the centre of 
the explosion, : 


Effect of. Blast 
So we may expect.an area around 
he point of impact where everything 
is completely destroyed. This is the 
erater and may be anything from ten 
to 40 or more feet across and from 
three to 15 or more feet deep,

On the other hand a modern build- 
ing of reputuble design and construc- 
tion would probably not suffer much 
ifa blg bomb fell 50° to 100° outside 
the building. Thus for our purpose 
of providing cover against air raids 
if you haven't got a good bullding 
of rensonably sound construction and 
workmanship It is better to abandon 
all iden of using a building and to 
dig cover trenches outside, 

Alternatively If there is 2 hiliside 
handy to drive tunnels into it and 
get your cover that way but it fs 
samewhat slow and expensive and 
only to be done. under expert super- 
vision. 5 

Shelters in Bulldings 

The construction of a splinter 
proof shelter, Inside a bullding has 
however several fairly‘solid advan- 
tages. It In right on the spot and 
cin casily be got at and it is prub- 
ably casler to make gas proof. I amin 
not now going to touch on this point, 
ft will be dealt with in a later lecture 
but us you cunnot foretell the nature 
of the attack {t is obvious that your 
S.P. shelter must be gas proof and 
your gus provf room splinter proof. 

Now how to choose your room. 
For gas proofing reasons it should 
not normally be occupied by more 
Persons than will allow of 75 sq. ft 
of surfice- area (walls, floor and 
ceiling) per head, ‘This is a Home- 
side figure and if at all possible thls 
‘igure might be Inereased to 100 sq. 
ft, here to about 30 sq. ft. per man 
with.13 rooths, This Is simply to 
have enough oir to breathe when all 
the openings are closed. But for this 
you could crowd more people in and 
this could be done. when there ure 
special ventilating arrangements. 

These are possible and work some. 
what on the lines of air conditioning 
plants making the whole room one 
vast respirator. 

Eges In Ono Basket 

Jf you should have such a plant 

you can crowd your people in up to 

. ft. of fluor space per person 

but do not allow less if you 

can possibly help it because of the 

delay in crowdinst people in... “Pass

It is better to have a number of 
amal} shelters with n maximum of 
50 persons per shélter, rather than 
one large one partly because they 
tre easier to muke and it is casier 


to find bulldings and rooms suitable, : 


but chiefly because you do not wan’ 
all your cggs in one basket. A direct 
hit-on a shelter would be very bad 
luck indeed—like being struck by 
lightning—but {{ the shelter Is too 
Iurge you may have more people 
hurt than you need. 

If you must havecn big shelter, 
divide it up in 50 man units by add- 
Ing inside walls or traverses.

Strengthening Walls 

It is not’ easy to use with hard 
materials as you cannot hammer 
them flat or they get cut on the stones 
Inside. Ifyou have to use them with 
hard materials such as shingle or 
ballast, try and use smailer sizes than 
you would tse between shuttering. 

Strengthening walls such as we 
have been describing the bags can 
be used to put around existing walls 
of whose strength you are not sure, 
or to close openings in walls which 
are of themselves good enough. If 
for the former purpose keep them

Hints for Safety

Dr, Fung, a medical practitioner, 
said he was called to No, 163 « Tung 
Choi Street, first floor, nbout 11 a.m.

man nomed Lt Leung-kwan, who 
complained of pains in the stomach 
and much vomiting. Witness had the 
Impression the man was suffering 
from food poisoning. The old man’s 
heart ‘was very weak, and witness 
gave him an injection. About a year 
ago, witness hnd attended Li for 
Kidney trouble, und after the treat- 
ment Li was much improved. 

Dr, T. Z. Bau, medical superinten- 
dent of the Kwong .Wah_ Hospital, 
satd that Tang Kam and Chon Kwai 
were admitted to the hospital nbout 
11.05 a.m. on .October 5. Tang 
complained of abdominal pains and 
vomiting and her pulse was weak. 
Witness suspected food poisoning and 
gave the appropriate treatment for 
it. The severity of the symptoms led 
witness to suspect arsenic poisoning. 
She became almost morlbund and 
diced at 11.30 p.m. on October 6. 
Chan Kwai and Li Lung-kwan also 
had the same symptoms and they 
died at 6.15 p.m. erid 1.40 p.m. on 
October 5 respectively, The cause of 
death in all cases was gastro} 
enteritis and heart) failure, which 
were consistent with arsenie polson- 


ing. 
TELLS OF ANALYSIS 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mac 
namara, witness sald that the oxide 
of arsenle was white in colour and 
gritty In substance. It was- soluble 
in. water, partlcularly boiling water. 

Mr. V. C. Branson, Government 
Analyst, told of the analysis he had 
made of the stomach wash-out 
intestines and other internal organs 
of Tang Kam, and sald that the 
total amount of arsenic found was 
340 peain. In similor examinations 
made on the organs of Li Lung- 
kwan, 4.8 prains of arsenic were 
found, and in Chan Kwai, there was 
1.7 grains. 

He also analysed a pot of cooked 
rice, and found 52 graine of arsenic 
dy it, There was 11.7, grains in oo 
bowl of cooked rice, one-tenth grain 
in some beef, and 1/120th grain In 
some bean sprouts, There was ‘a 
total of 294% grains of arsenic found 
in the contents of three spittoons, 
‘An aluminium cooking pot contained 
two or three white crystals of arsenic 
amounting to one-third of a gruln, 
while scrapings from accused's finger 
nails contained a very slight amount 
of arsenic as did a scrubbing brush. 

IN LIQUID FORM 

Witness experimented with a‘plece 
of white arsenic, dissolving it In 
boiling water. In one fluld ounce of 
the solution, just over nine grains of 
arsenic were found. The golution 
was' colourless. and odourless, In 
cold water, arsenic might take. days 
to dissolve, Red arsenic.; was not

There are various peculisrities 
about. the Municipal elections, 
compared with the Parliamen- 
tary elections. There’ is a lack 
of uniformity in the composition 
of the local councils. In the 
provinces, for example, one- 
third of the members of the 
councils retire annually and 
consequently there are annual 
elections, whereas in London all 
the members of the councils re- 
tire every third year and the 
elections are therefore held only 
once in. three years,, This year 
the London elections were held 
at the same time as the other 
municipal elections throughout 
the country, at the beginning of 
November, and there were about 
3,000 candidates for the 1,377 
London seats. From one point 
of view, the London elections 
are therefore of greater import- 
ance than the provincial ones, 
and they arouse a correspond- 
ingly greater interest. 


This question of public | in- 
Iterest. is another subject for 
speculation and -enquiry. It is 
well-known that the local clec- 


jtions create much less public 


interest than the Parliamentary 
elections, There ix not the same 
tense popular fecling and excite- 
mont. Many observers have 
commented that this is strange 
in viow of the fact that local 
government so closely effects the 
health and general well-being of 
‘the community. © Parliament, 
makes the cotntry’s Inws, but 
the loent councils are largely 


.| responsible for their administra- 


Public health services,| 


housing, education, road main- 
tenance, public assistance and a 
host of other services depend 
upon the local authorities for 
their eflicient administration. 
One authority recently estimated 
that local government adminis- 
tration in Great Britain is now 
responsible for an- annual ex- 
penditure of bout £530,000,000. 
Perhaps the fact that. there is 
no-single issue before the elec- 
tors ag a whole is responsible 
for the lack of excitement 
during the municipal elections. 
In Liverpool, for example, La- 
bour lost cight seats for quite 
other reasons than those respon- 
sible for its loss of six seats in 
Bolton, snother Lancashire town. 
Frequently a number of the 
items on the party programmes 
involve no great difference in 
fundamental principles. © This 
year there’ was a. striking 
similarity: between the claims of 
gome rival candidates,’ what 
differences there were being 
mainly concerned with proposed 
methods of dealing with certain 
problems, or in the emphasis 
faid. upon different parts of a 
scheme under discussion, or 
already decided upon. Ps 
Indeed, an outstanding fea- 
ture of this year’s elections was 
the convincing statement which 


each party was able to make 
about the progress of reformist 
mensures for which it was res- 
ponsible. Both ‘parties have 
made strenuous cfforta to 
further the Government's policy, 
in regard to housing, slum 
clearance, and public health 
mensures. While — enthusias- 
tle party supporters would 
therefore do their utmost 
to win, those with no strong 
y ties—-those who form: the 
bulk of the electorate and whose 
votes consequently decide the 
issuc—no doubt® felt . confident 
that nolther party would. shirk 
responsibilities in regard to 
efficient local government.
